I ciinnot tell you 
what the name of the new company will he, 
but we have been looldng forwiuil to thia 
step of tho French sliareholdcrs of the 
Panama railroad for several montha. The 
IJoard of railroads in this city claim that 
they have no regular written contract with 
the other lines from Kuropean porta to 
Aspinwall."

FIGHTING IN SAMOA. 

OpInUns 111 and About Washlnctan as to the 
Correctaess of Late Advlcss. 

Washihgton, D.O., Nov. 25.— The news- 
paper reports of fighting among the inhabi- 
tants of .Samoa are all that the olhoe of the 
State department have seen. They recognize 
the gravity of tho situation as portrayed in 
tho San Franciaco dispatches, but cannot 
imagine why tho nows of the hostility had 
not been received from the nearest tele- 
fjraph station. While they do not doubt 
the truth of the atatcmcnta— in fact pre- 
vious information led them to expect 
trouble — t !iey say there must bo exaggera- 
tiou suiiiewhore, elpo they surely would 
have been adviseil of I ho aituatinn. The U. 
S. has no vessel in iho .Sanioaii waters at 
present, as the Alliance has not yet reached 
there. The opinion i.t expressed that had 
thera been a gunboat on tho scene 
the outbreak would not have occurred.

THE MOifETAEY CONFERENCE. 

Further Details of the American Proposals 
ns Submitted by the U. 8. 
■Delegates. 

BRns.sEl,s, Nov. 25. — The delegates of the 

United .States at the Monetary conference 
in preHBiitiiig their resolution in favor of an 
increase of -silver in nationol currencies, set 
furllithkt they considered it due to other 
natioos that an 0|)portunity he all'orded 
them to eoii.vider plans for the enlarged use 
of silver as money, other than the one 
favored by the United States. It is our do- 
aire and expectation, tbuy said, that the 
powers here represented or their delegates 
will submit proposals to thia end and we 
desire that tbcHc haro precedence in the 
disciihsioiis. In addition lo any placs of 
the kind which may be presented, we eub- 
init for diBcussiou the follow-ing, which hare 
bffcn .suggested by recognized uuthoritiea. 
At Iho same time wo bubniit tho general 
plaa of bi-metullistia Trhich is favored by tho 
United Statei : 

Firstly : Tho plan of Mr, Moritz Levy, 
proposed to the monetary ooufecGuco of 
1881: 

Secondly : Tho plan of the late Adolf 
.Soclber (seo Vienna Neu» Frie Presse, Sept. 

;)0, 1892; Hamburg Ische I5o?rscnh(ille, 
Aug. '2A, 1802 ; Pioneer iMail, Allabab;id, 
Oct, U, 1892.) 

Lastly : Wo present the plan prnpouod 
by ourHclvea as delrgatos of the L'niled 
.St at es — the I eest nbliali menl and maintenance 
of a fixed parity between gold and silver, 
and the coiiliiiued use of both as coined 
mmuy of full debt-paying pou'er would be 
prodiiclivo of important rcjults to the 
uoi ld. These ends srill bo accomplished by 
the removal of the legal reslrictious now ex- 
i.Htiiig and Ihc coinage of silver into full 
legal tender money, reatoriiig by iiitcrna- 
lioual agreement tho pirity of value bc- 
twenn tho metals whicli existed prior to 
1871, at such a rate as the conference may 
decide upon, Tha esjcntiula of such 
nn international arrangement should 
he the unrestricted coinoKO of both 
gold and silver into money of full 
debt paying power, fixing n ratio in the 
coinage between tho motalii, and tho eatab- 
lishmont of a uniform charge, if any, lo the 
public for minting gold and silvtr coins. 

The plan proiioned by Iho United States 
commissioncra cannot bs discussed and 
pronounced upon until many other plans 
shall have been disposed of. The general 
attitudo of the conference, however, leaves 
littlo doubt that tho American plan will bo 
rejected. The German and Austrian dele- 
gates aro uroDgly against any measure 
which would necessitato any chaugo of 
uioinent in existing legislation on the money 
(jucslion, and Sir Bivers Wilaon, ono of 
Great liritain'a dolegatos, started for Lon- 
don to-«ight, presumably lo get additional 
bistructioua from his Government,

Thompson accepted this duty, but it is 
probable that a few days will bo reijuired 
before an accurate list of ministers can be 
given." The ( lovernor-C '.-neral goes to 
Toronto on a -week's vi-iit; when he returns it 
is expected Sir ,John 'Thonipaon will have a 
list of new ministers ready totubmitto him. 
Strong prcKsuru is being brought to bear on 
Sir John Thompson niit to overtax hia 
strength by combiniug the Prcmiorahip and 
the Department of Justice. Of tho c:djinct 
changes the only thing which seems positive 
is that Hon. Mr. Cnapleau will become 
( lovernor of (^>iiebec, hia health being com- 
pletely broken down. Messrs. Angers and 
Ives will likely be given portfolios, end it is 
thought either Messrs. Wallace orMoutaguo 
will be oflered ollico. 

A. J. McColI, Wealminster, and L. G. 
MoPhillips, Vancouver, have been appoint- 
ed Queen's Counsel, 

Ross Munro has been appninted second 
Lieutenant of No. 2 Battery, Victoria, vice 
Smallfield promoted. 

The New Westminster Rifle company ia 
wiped out because it ia non-efieotive. 

Mr. Ewurt, Q.C., ropreaenting tho .Mani- 
toba Catholics, arrived late to-day. The 
meeting with the sub-comniittee of council 
will coii8c(|uenlly not be held till to-niorrow. 

The trade returns for the four months 
show an increase of eight million and a half 
com]iared with hist year. The customs 
duty increased §011,000.

BOLD TRAIN ROBBERY. 



Passeiiffcrs ou tlio Northern Taeillc 
Railway Held Up Near 
Hot Spring's.

Tacoxia, Nov. 25. — Tho overland West- 
bound train on tho Northern Pacific rail- 
road was held up lust evening near Hot 
Springs by Ihreo masked men, who robbed 
all the male passengers in tho Pullman 
sleeper Wadena, six in all. The robbers 
entered tho oar at Hot Springs, for tho train 
had not f;one four or five miles before the 
men entered the rear of the oar. The first 
uiiin they tackled was E. H. Miller of 
Portland, who was in tho smoking com- 
partment. He wua relieved of §10 and a 
gold watch, and waa then told to march in 
ahead of th(^ robbers, which lie did. One of 
the highwaymen walked to the further end 
of the car, another stood about the middle 
and tlic third remained at the end they en- 
tered. 

All were dressed in dark clothes, over- 
co.Ms, black slouch hats find wore haiulker- 
chiefs over their faces, with holes cut out 
for eycj. They placed their revolvers to 
each passenger's head and commanded him 
to hold up bis hand.", which he did. The 
Pullinnn conductor and porter were also 
rcdjbed. Aa tho roblierj- was goiag on, S. 
J. Frcedman, of Portland, came in from the 
next car to the one whore the robbery was 
going on. Ah he entered, not 
knowing what w,-is going on, ho 
waa commaiuled lo hold up his hands, 
but not complying ([uickly enough, the 
nearest robber shot Ihrongh tho side of tlio 
car. Then Frecdman understood w hat was 
wiinted, They did not moleat tlic ladies, of 
whom there were four, with two chiUlreu, 
telling them to kee[i still and no harm 
would come. Thia ihey did. After rob- 
bing everybody in this car, and without go- 
ing lo any other, they pulled the belUoord, 
giving the proper signals, and when the car 
had stopped they pulled the bell to start 
again, and then jumped off and fled to tho 
woods, firing a parting fusilade oa Ihey 
went, Tho total amount of money taken 
WHS over -SI ,200, hesiiks six gold watcliea, 
jewelry, etc. 

Samuel Ofl'iier, of 199 .Market atreet, Chi- 
cago, manager of the lIcnderBoii Kentucky 
woollen mills, was one of the passengers on 
the train who encaped with his watch. 
When he was eonimandcd to holil up his 
hands he succeeded in dropping his watch 
on the lloor back of bis seat. .Speaking of 
the roblieiy, he said the whole thing occu- 
pied such a short time that it was hard to 
remembr-r niin.h about it. The men wore 
very coars-i in their language, as nliiiost 
every sentence wus replete with o.lIIih, 
T'he all wore long coats, and handkerchiefs 
over their faces, .so that it would be very 
difiicult to rccogui/e them. Their exprea- 
niona and general tiercojniakc-up frigbiened 
three ladies and three childien, who had 
bertha in the sleeper, to pueii a degieo that 
grave fcara were entertained of their being 
frigbiened into fits, I lost $105 cash, but 
tho experience I had of the Wild West 
ought to he worth that. 

H. n. Silverman, of New York, another 
passenger, aaid that he bad bis coat, vest 
and tie oft at the timo of the robbery, so 
that he was particularly fortunate in saving 
his watch and a very valuable diamond pin, 
though he' lost $380 in cash, which ho had 
in hie-. paniw- pooket tab the- -(ime.'- 'Mr, 
Silverman ''said : "If this is the Western 
stylo of receiving strangers, I guess I don't 
caro to meet many more reception commit- 
tees." Very little was said during the roh- 
bery, bnt what was said was a mixture of 
profanity and orders, though ono of the 
robbers, in an apologolic tone, said : " It

Holdup your hands." He hesitated for 
a moment, but one of the children said : 

Hold up your hands 
and ho won't hurt you." Ho took tho 
child's advice and was relieved of $800,ii« 
cash, a gold watch and chain, his tiokets 
and baggage checks. 

Oau of tho robbers faeeliously remarked 
when relieriug Pullman Conductor Wiley 
of hia two rings : " I ivaiit these to give to 
niygirl.'' Those in the other ears did not 
know that their fellow passengi-rs were 
lieing robbed, and tho first news they gob 
was ofier the train started up again after 
the roVbers had left. The colored portei- 
\Mis the ^vorst frightened man ou board. 
He lay down on the floor and threw up his. 
hands in abject terror. 

After completing their work, which occu- 
pied about five minutes, the robbers pulled, 
the bellcord twice as a signal to alow up.^ 
The engineer, apparently not knowing th© 
ciroumatances, slowed up and tho robbers,, 
after one pull at the bell aa u sigual to go 
ahead, juni])cd ofT and disappeared in th© 
darkness, after firing five or six shots, Tho 
men's familiarity with the arrangement of 
the train and with the signals indicates that- 
tlicy were either trainmen or had worked 
that capacity.

— The Mail and Ex- 
press in a long article yesterday af lurnoon 
says in lirief : "There ia a strong pro- 
bability that Senator David li. Hill frill not 
return to liia seal in the United States 
Senate. If tho decision of tho ninllcr 
rested wholly with Mr. Hill, there is no 
doubt that ho would reaigii aluirlly ufU'r 
tho session of tho Legislature ia begun iu 
January. 'There are many leaEons tor the 
action, now credited to llic junior 
Senator from New York. It ia very well 
known to many that it was not the desire 
of Mr. Hilt to go to the United States 
Senate aa a successor to tho Hon. Wm. 
Evnrts. Tho legislature bud such a close 
Ucniocratic majority at the time of .he 
senatorial election, that there was every 
probability tho senatorship would go to the 
highest bidder among the candidates unless 
Mr. Hill, who was then governor, would 
step in and take the place. It was partly 
to avoid a scandal and partly lo unite all 
the memhera of the legislature that Mr. 
Hill became the candidate. Another par- 
ticular reason, no doubt rests largely iu the 
fact that Mr. Hill's game iu life is that of 
politics, and it is his ambition to remain as 
the leader of tho New York Domooraoy, 
somuthiiig he can best do by remaining alto- 
gether in tho State and pursuinc; the prac- 
tice of law."

Messrs, Khan k Co., was brought, yester- 
diy morning, before Mr. Juatico Crcuse 
with the object of huvint; tlio extradition 
proceodiufia perfected. Wuldeck was not 
placed in the docl£, and awaiting the arrival 
bi the judge paced the court room uneasily, 
aid had several conferences with Detective 
^Anthony, who comes from the lUy city to 
take him back to tlie scono of hia alleged 
dtfalcationa; with Chief Shcppard, und with 
, his lawyer, Mr. Irving. 

The unhappy man was clean shaven niul 
donned in the best that his now limited 
wardrobe oould afford, but wore none of ihn 
diamonds which he was so fond of sporting 
as Gr. L. Wolffe, the name he adopted since 
hls'a'rrival in Viotorla some weeks ago. 

His Lordship took his seat on the bonoh 
at 11:30, and Mr. Irving opened the case. 
He said that he represented Mr. W'aldeck, 
and on account of the difficulty of oomniu- 
nicAting with .San Francisco and the in- 
deliuitc inatructiona upon which he was 
acting iu Ihoao extrudilion proceedings ho 
woulil 1)0 obliged to ask for an adjournmeut 
of the case for a few days. They had tele- 
graphed to Hin Francisco some days aKo, 
hut had not as yet received a reply. The 
reply was expected every hour, and ns soon 
»3 it arrived they would bo prepared to go 
on with the caiHe. lie would be 
able to Hutiafy Mr. Mills, who 
appeared for the parties interested 
in the extrariitiou proceedinga, that W'al- 
deck would respond aud bo preaunt at the 
wish of the court. He had explained the 
circnnistancea to Mr. Mills more fully than 
he could to Hia Lordahip, aeoiug that His 
I^ordahip wua to he jiulgo and jury in tiio 
caae. Ito would further ask that the pri- 
soner be admitted to bail pending the fur- 
ther hearing of the case. 

His Lordahip': I do not know about that. 
There is always the diniculty presenting it- 
Bolf that a fugitive from juatico may, iu an- 
other country, evade the law. 

Mr. Irving : But my applic.Uion is that 
ho bo transferred from the custody in wliich 
he now is to custody erjually secure. 

His Lordship : Hut this gentleman is evi- 
dently a fugitive. Whether the charges 
aKuinat liim can be juatilied or not I oannot 
siy. 

Mr. Irving : There is nothiug against 

him. . , , - 

■ ■ Hia Lordship said that ho wished it to be 
'■understood that, on Kr.tish soil, the priaouer 
i wbnld bo treated as a British subject, and 
until bis guilt be proven, would bu held to 
bean imKont man. But then he was 
charged, with a crime in another country, 
and it was their duty to see that, if guilty, 
ho ahouUl not bo allowed to escape so far as 
they wero concerned. 

i\lr. Irving said that if the alleged embez- 
zlement had been committed in this country 
the man would have been brought before a 
Justice of the Peace, wlio would no doubt 
admit him to bail. In bis own oity he was 
well known, and would have no difficulty in 
getting out on hail. 

Hia Lordship : But you have not so high 
an opinion of hia ingenuity In making his 
escape as I have. 

Mr. Irving replied that he had a high 
opinion of the man's ingenuity and intelli- 
gence, and that ho considered him too intel- 
ligent to attempt to escape under such cir- 
cumstances. WuldecU, if admitted to bail, 
knew well that his every move would ho 
watuhcd. In juatitioation of the priaoucr'a 
hist attempt iu this direction, Mr. Irving 
said that a man n.ight try to evud-i people 
wlio were following him for an (ineiico of 
which he did not consider hiui -elf guilty. 

His Lordaiiifrsaid be did not care for Hie 
aea-bf admitting Hie man to liail. It was 
not the §3,000 or t."),UJO bail that ouglit to 
be considered, but the principle at the back 
of it. There was an alleged breach of trust 
—an infraction of the law— which was a 
serioas offence. 

Mr. Irving : All I ask is bis lii.uHfei enco 
from one set of ouatodiaua to unotlicr. 

His Lordship considered the priaot.er well 
treated at present, and could not see tlia 
benefits of a transfer. As to the question 
of bail, bis bondsmen might go for 8.'?,')0(t, 
S-f,000 or $'•">, UUO, and say to themsoivo.H 
" We'll let him go. 'U'e'll get the niom y 
bade." Or they might say, "We'll forfeit, 
it altogether, and let him go." 

Mr. Irving: But he'll be transferred to 
tlv' cu^foily of Mr. Anthony. 

His Lirdship under iheje ciroumstaiicea 
said ho would consider ihe iippHciilion for 
bail, and .Mr. Anthony h 
deposed that he wua a i 
.San Francisco, ccjinniisiiiout'd 
neceaaary evidence and authoril 
and bring back the pri'^nrier. 

Hia Lordship appc;.l.jd to Mr. Mills to 
f-r.gL'Ost the amount at which bail should be 
fixed. 

Mr. Mills rojjlied that he would like that 
his learned friend would niaUe Idn appli- 
cation clearer. 

Mr. Irving said that ho had nothin 
ther to state pemling the receipt of i 
gr.iin from San Francisco. 

Hia i,ordship : He knows whether he has

against llim. If ho lids !»i tlii'n say .■,0, an., 
t.ike his ohituCcs as to Iho others. 

Mr. ItVing renewed his application for iui 
iidjournment of the case, which was ulli- 
niately grimlod until Tuesday at 2 o'clock, 
or sooner tliould counsel for the defence be 
ready lo proccul, 

Waldeok v,MS then brought hack to the 
city look-tip in cujto.ly. It is E:ud that lie 
would have made good his escape were it 
uot for tliB fact that ho shook hamls at the 
Junction railway station with a man from 
■Victoria who is supposed to have accom- 
panied him on his niemorablo trip across to 
ihe mainland. At the time of his arrest 
Waldeok was so disguised that hia own 
mother would not have known him.

Rato.v, N.iM., Nov 1;,^.— The Blossburg 
coal mmes are on.fire. tlhere -are one hun- 
dred men' in the iowcr workings, 'and it is 
thought that somo of them will ho lost. 
Three hundred fomilies ore alfeotcd. At 
6 o'clock last evening fire broke out in the 
mule stables in the taiaia entry of the Bloss- 
burg coal mines, which are 'situated four 
miles south of Baton. It spread with 
lightning rapidity and soon the entrande to 
the'mihe shaft was a 'mass of flames. Six- 
teen mules were in the stable when the tiro 
broke out-and none were saved; • 'Wheu the 
Qro was disoovered it was known that lOt) 
men were at work in the sub- ways in entire 
ignorance of their great peril, and shut of! 
from escape through an air shaft wliich was 
likely at any ininicnt to bo cut off by the 
flames. A nicasengcr was at" once dis- 
patched to the mouth of this shaft, a dis- 
tance of three miles over the mountains, to 
notify the miners of their grcit danger, 
and it is tlioULiht at this hour all have 
escaped. 

Thn town is wild with excitement. 
'Women and cliiKlreii whoso husbands and 
fathers are kiiov a to he in the mine are 
panic stricken, and the greatest consterna- 
tion prevaila. Tho liatou Hose ('0. have 
arrived on the ground, but ouing t.j a 
limited water supply their ellorta to I'X- 
tinguish the lluinos arc of no avail. I he 
Blossburg mines uie tho largest in tho terri- 
tory, and are oporatrd hy tho Atchison, 
Topekii and Siiita Fo railivay, employing 
about oOO men, who take out rA) cars of coal 
a day. It is tli(iU!;lit the mine will he de- 
stroyed. The origin nf the (ire is lu.Uuowii. 
Tho loss to the railway coinpaiu' cannot be 
estimated, as they ilepond iilnioht wholly on 
these mines tor fuel on the New Mexico 
division, but it; is probable tli»l should these 
mines bo entirely destroyed, the output of 
tho Starkvillc, Colorado, miues, which are 
controlled by the same company, will be 
greatly increased, in which case nearly all 
tho Blossburg miners will find employment. 
At a late hour last night tho fire was still 
raging fiercely with no prospect of abate- 
ment.

THE NEW PREMIER. 

The aooession of Sir John Thompson to 
the premiership will not be a surpri-u to 
anyone. He has, wo suspect, been vir- 
tually premier for some little time. Tiio 
illuca.i of >Sir .John Abbott placed upon his 
ahoulilers nearly all the burden of- the pre- 
miership, and it is only fair that he should 
now enjoy the credit that attaches to the 
suocestful performance of its 'duties and 
that h 5 should wear the honors as well as 
bear the responsibilities of tlie position. 

Sir .John Thompson falls naturally into 
the position oi leader of the Government, 
and wo are sure that there are very few, 
oitiier Conservatives or Liberals, who have 
any eeriouj objections to his becoming 
First Minister. It is just poisiblo that 
there are some who do •;ol like the idea of a 
Roman Catholic being at tlic head of the 
Government. I5ut we are iiuite sali.stied 
that time will show that there are no 
grounds whatever (or this objectiou. Sir 
John Thompson will become a ({I'^atiy 
changed man if anyone can tell from the 
way in which he performs the duties of his 
office to what religious denomination he 
iiclongs. He has hitherto shown himself 
to be in an eminent degree a fair-minded 
man. Those who have had o£5cial rela- 
tions with him know that he is almost 
(painfully desirous to do the fair thing. He 
.does not decide hastily and he gives a 
•careful consideration to both aides of 
•every question presented to him. He is, 
Llicreforc, not the liind of man that hot 
partisans, whether relipious or political, 
swear by. Having a judicial mind and a 
atrong sense of duty ho will be careful not 
to give either friends or enemies cause to 
accuse him of favoritism. It would not at 
all surprise ua to find that after he has been 
Home time Premier lie will bo more popular 
among Protestants than among Catholics. 

The new Premier will, of course, pursue 
the old line of policy. He is not the kind 
of man who ohangfjs merely for the sake cf 
change. But when the time comes, if it 
does come, that ho sees a deviation from the 
courpe liithcito puisued l)y the Conservative 
party ia best for the country, ho will, we 
have no doubt, courageously and iirmly 
follow the course which in his judgment is 
best for the general welfare. Those who 
hope that he will do what ho can to keep 
the Ciivernmont in its present track and 
tliat he will resist all change, will, or we arc 
greatly mistaken, find that they huve 
formed an entirely incorrect estimate of his 
character. Men of Sir John Thompson's 
.stamp do not, in these days, believe in 
finality in politics. Ho is for progress, but; 
it is a progress that ia progrcsaive. We 
Ijclievc that Canada is to be congratulated 
in having such a man as Sir John Thompson 
at the head of its affairs. 

WOMEN TO Tilt: FRONT. 

In no part of the world are women to 
energetic in advocating what they believe 
to be their rights as in the United States, 
and in no co'antry have they advanced bo 
far and gained so niueh. In Montana, some 
u\k years ago, Mias I'Ula L. Knowles, a 
llaine girl, and a graduate of a Maine col- 
lege, worked hard to gain admission to the 
Bar of the state. She, when she arrived 
there, found a law on the statute book pro> 
bibiting women from practising law. She 



went to work and procured the repeal of 
that law. She was found qualiliod, und 
was duly admitted to practise as v. lawyer. 
She found plenty to do, and gained a repu- 
tation for herself as a pleader and a winner 
ol cases. iSo popular did she become, that 
she was at the last election, hav- 
ing for her competitors old practitioners 
of the male sex, elected Attorncy-CJoncral 
of tlio State. She, it is said, id the first 
woman who ever lillcil that important 
oUioe in the United States and— it is safe to 
add— anywhere else. 

In the State of Kansas a woman, Mrs. 
Lease, a successful political orator, is candi- 
date for the ollice of United States Scn.itor. 
It id siiid that her prospects are i^ood. Slio 
hiid secured a week or two ago the promise 
of the support of no fewer thon thirty-live 
members of the Legislature of the state, 
and had a fair prospect of persuading a 
majority of that body to send her to Wash- 
ington. If she succeeds, she will be the 
first female member of Congress. We pre- 
sume that the Constitution of the United 
States admits her being elected to that 
position, for no objection it, wc believe, 
mado to the constitutionality of her elec- 
tion; in fact, it is maintained that a woman 
ia log.illy ((ualilicd to become a United 
Stales Senator. If Mrs. Loaao ia elected 
Senator and takes her seat in the Senate, 
the Preaideucy itself may become the 
object of the ambition of the gifted lady 
citizsn B of the great Republic. 



remains as it ia it will not become formida- 
ble. Those in Franco who hold that no 
terms should be made witli dyiiaiuiterp, and 
that anarchists, us soon as they attempt to 
put in pructico their prinoiples, should be 
dealt with summarily and severely, are not 
only the most judioibua upholders of law 
and order but the best friends of true 
freedom. 



FRENCH ANARCHISTS. 

The Anarchists are causing tronlde in 
France. 'J"he (.Government of that country 
arc blamed by all conservative people for 
the timid way in whicli they are dealing 
with men who deny all authority and who 
do not scruple to iuoito men to commit out- 
rages of the most horrible kind in order to 
intimidate the authorities find to frighten 
the law-abiding portion of tlie coinniUBity 
into permitting them to have their own 
way. The wretch Ravuchol was dealt with 
by the French authorities much too tenderly, 
and it was not until considerable pressure 
had been brought to boar upon them that 
they could be induced to treat hini accord- 
ing to his desert.s. 

The Government is now aocuaed of treat- 
ing the Anarclii.sta of Carnijinx too indulg- 
ently. The dynamite explosions planned by 
some of thsm have exasperated the people, 
and the Government ia blamed for not hav- 
ing acted more firmly and promptly with 
the ('urmaux agitators'. The Government, 
seeing the trend of public npinion, 
li:i3 introduced a measure into the C'iiuinbor 
of Deputies which will have the tll'ecti of 
Buppressiog Anarchist inllammatory sheets. 
TheRadioals in that body have conaeijuently 
raised on outcry against the Ministry for 
attempting to muzzle the pres.s. ISotwucn 
those who are demamling that the Anar- 
chists be put down with a strong hand and 
those who would permit them and all the 
other enemies of society to have undue free- 
dom, the Government of France appears to 
be in a very unpleasant position, but the 
probability is that they will pursue a con- 
servative course, and will take such nieas- 
iirea as will show the advocitea of dynamite 
that thoy cannot have their own way in 
France. 

The United States of America is repre- 
sented in Europe as the home of freedom, 
and the men who find the governments of 

that continent too restrictive are told that 
in America speech is free, and that liberty 
of action there has the widest possible 
scope. But when the Anarchist of France 
or Germany emigrates to the United States 
he finds he is more dreaded, more detested 
and undbr greater restrictions than he was 
in Ilia own country. Although in tho 
United States speech ia free the Anarcliista 
find that public opinion is moat unfavorable 
to aiiai cliy and the methods of Anarchists. 
In that freo country it is not the authoritici 
only that are opposed to anarchy. 
The apostles of disorder and outrage 
find that the pcoplf arc against them. 
Uuited States citizjns are (lo'.uriiiined to 
put anarchy down and to keep it down. 
When, in Chicago the Anarchists attempted 
to carry out their principles und to fight 
a:;ainst authority with dynamite, it was the 
vengeance of tho people they had to dread 
rather than the prosecution of the autliori- 
ties. Tho storm whi';li they then brought 
abnut their heads iiiuat have appalled tliem. 
The people were enraged and they cried out 
for vengeance in a voice that the moat apa- 
thetic of governments dare not . disregard. 
It tho authorities had hesitated tho outraged 
populace would have torn the Anarchiats 
limb friiiii limb. Tlicy did not wait to 
wuigh the evidence against tho Iioiiib-throw- 
ers nicely. '^I'licy were convinced that the 
men were guilty of a horrible and a coward- 
ly outrage, and t in y were bound that they 
should not go uiipiinished. The Auarohists 
of the United States have not since then at- 
tempted to repeat tlie outrage. They are 
fully convinced that a repetition of the Chi- 
cago masaacre would be speedily and terii- 
bly avenged. They find the people on tliis 
oide of the water sterner and more diilicult 
to deal with than the despotic governments 
of the Old World. The consequence is tbtt 
anarchy in America ia not formidable, and 
as long as public opinion with regard to it 



T/niJ DEMOC RATIO VICTORY. 

Tho exact result of tho presidential 
election is not yet known, for the oi&aial 
count has not yet been completed. Biit the 
I e til rnsaa far as received give the result with 
eu ilicient accuracy to enable those interested 
in tho public uirdra of tho United States 
to form a fairly correct estimate of the 
proportionate strength of pirtiea. The 
latest retnrna show that tho vote of tho 
electoral college will stand : Cleveland, 
I'GS ; Harrison, 150 ; and Weaver, 26. In 
this estimate both California and Ohio have 
been given to tho Republicans. It is now 
t;enerally conceded that tho oliicial count 
will show a majority for Harrison in Cali- 
fornia, but the vote of Ohio appears to be 
still in doubt. The election in that State 
was very closo indeed, and it ia sujjpoecd 
that the difference will not bo more than a 
thousand either way, l>ut the oliicial 
count cannot make any material dif- 
fercuco in the general result. The 
majority for Cleveland ia n aweeping one. 
It is, we believe, unprecodenledly great. 

But the victory would be a barren ono if 
it left the Republicans with k majority in 
the Senate. This is, however, not the case. 
" Of the Sciiutorial eeata vacant on March 
•I, 1S9I!, tho Democrats will name tho occu- 
pants of thirteen, the Republicans of nine, 
and the Populists of throe, ono being Sen- 
ator Stewart of Nevada, who has flopped 
from the Republican parly." According to 
the Now York Herald, from which the 
above quotation is taken, tho composition 
of the Senate at the session of December, 
l.SO:), will be : Deniocrata, 41; Hepublicuns, 
.31); and Populi.^t?, C. Tliia will give tho 
Democrats command of the Senate, for even 
if they get no help from the Populists the 
casting vote of the Vice-I'reaident will give 
tlicin a majority. lUit on t ho trade ijuea- 
lion the majority of the Populiat Senators 
are with tho Democrats, ao it is not at all 
likely that the dominant' party will have to 
depend upon the presiding officer's casting 
vote.

A little over a mciith ago when sorae of 
the city cflioials made a tour of inspection 
of Chinatown they declared that the sleep- 
ing quarters were far too- crowded oven for 
Celestials, and a little later when Chief 
Sheppard made a general overhauling ol 
some of the worst place*, tho "inmates, 
oecupanta and residents" began to realize 
that they must make at a sliglit change 

in their sj'stem. They have done so, and 
the olfect is noticeable. 

Yesterday morning tho Colonist'.s 
sanitary inspector and general preserver 
of tho public health made a private exam- 
ination of some of tho quarters of which 
there had been most complaint. The alloys 
and "streets" have not been improved to 
ajiy noticeable extent either as regarda 
illumination or perfume, except, perhaps, 
that tho latter has been variegated with 
eft 11 lie seweraijc gas and vindi dead ralti, 
etc. In the quarters, however, there has 
been rather a weeding out of tlie occupants, 
who seem also to be inclined to clean up, 
some oven going so far as to takeacomplcto 
bath and have a Change of clothing. Little 
rooms, with low ceilings and fairly alivo 
with bugs of almost every desoziptioD, from 
the gay and festive flea to his much more 
developed aciiuaiotance the cookroach, 
wero found to contain "beds" for from four 
to niue men. But not so many slept there. 
John said, when asked, four was the 
limit ; the others wero just visitors 
who came from Nanaimo for a day or two, 
and, judging from tho nutriher of these 
t()iiri.its, the Nanaimo colony must be un 
extensive one. 

Tlie opium joints are st ill running in nil 
their glory and seem to bo (|uito us well 
patronized as in tho days ot yore. It is 
presun;od that tlie opium smoke gets thick 
enough lu Bluiii I'y the insect inliabitanla be- 
fore the other (Kicupanla go to ali^ep. it 
further answor.s the purpose of u partial dis- 
infectant and drowns tne exhalation from 
the swill lurtels and filthy drains just 
alongside the front step.

That is to say, one 
needs no guide cxc-jpc his nose to load liiin 
into the innermost recesses, whero in the 
daytime it would be dillicnlt to go with tlie, 
aid of the eyes. The scion t'st whose rosea rches 
have enabled biin to separate and define all 
the known perfumes of the world, would bo 
. loss to make out tho ingredients of the 
difTersnt odors which "charm and please" 
— the germs of Chinatown. 

The improvomunt in tho overcrowding 
could with advantage ba extended in other 
lirectious, and it is ({uite probable that in 
the near future an effort toward thia end 
will be made.

One of the reasons given 
is tliat their action is duo to a ti ick of tlie 
American silver men, \vlio desired to boom 
ailver, with a view to iiilluonciiig the action 
of tho Brussels couferenuc. Dualura doubt 
that tho rise will bo maintained, as too 
much silver is being offered. 

A furtlier comniuuic.tiiun bus lieen re- 
ceived at tho Vatican from the (iurnuin and 
Austrian ( lovermnent.'i aiming obtaining 
tho iiilluence of the Holy Stu in interposing 
between France and Kussia. It is rumorcil 
vthat the. Pope will bo called upon to decide 
lipoii the question of tho disarmament and 
rapprochement iietween France and (ler- 
mauy. It is suid iCnglund will also play an 
important rolo as mediator, with a view to 
bringing about tlie isolation of Russia. 
Grand Dulto Sergius bus arrived in Rome to 
see the Pope and try to induce him to sup- 
port tho combiimliou in tho interests of 
Kussia and Fanslavism. 
An important letter from tho Vatican 

■ dealini; with. American matters has been 
dispatched to Monsignor SatoUi in the 
United Scates. His Uolinesa keenly de- 
sires that all disputes in the church in 
America shall cease, and that Satolli'a mis- 
sion to this end may suoeoed. The German 
and Austrian ambassadors made strong re- 

. presentations to Cardinal Rampolli, secre- 
tary of state, on the languiigo of the Vati- 
can journals. When connnentinfj on the 
Chicago fe'es, tlicy dilated on the demo- 
cratii; policy of tlio pope. The am- 
b.vbsadoia complained of tlie church papers 
so strongly favoring republican ideas, and 
said it was a souicu of d.uiger to their ad- 
vocacy. These ideas tcmied to foster in 
Europe tho democratic propag.mda. De- 
spite these repreaentaliona to tlie Vatie.iu, 
these papers were devoted to the election of 
Cleveland in articles highly sympathetic 
with tho United Slates. I'ope lyjo rests 
immovable in his designs.

'i'hcAniorican I'mposal to the Intorimtloniil 
.Monelary (Innferi'iii'e. 

BliU.<SEi..s, Nov. 'J'). — At the meeting of tho

the American proposals and reviewed the 
monetary situation in the United States. 
They submitted a general plan of bimetal- 
lism olTercd Ijy tho Unit ed States, showing 
tliat the re-establisiiineiit and niaintenance 
of a fixed parity Iietween gold and ailver, 
and continued use of both as coined money 
of full debt-paying power, will be prodnet- 
iyo of important benefit to tlie world. Tlie 
Amerid'an.'delogaics aluo Kubmitted a reso- 
lution declaring that is ibo opinion of the 



conference it is desirable that means ho 
found for increasing tho use of silver in the 
currency aystema of llie nations. A docu- 
ment proposed by the Auieriean delegates 
and presented with the resolution explained 
that tlu-y wished an opportunity to consider 
their plans.

TUK .L.VIEST COMET. 

S;:lentlsts (ilve Numerous lleasons Why It Is 
Not Ideiitli'iil With Hilda's. 

KiKi, OiiSKHV.iTORV, PruBsla, Nov. 24.— 
The now ooniot discovered by Prof. Holmes 
is not tho famoua Biela comet. Such is tho 
opinion of nearly all tho astronomer.s who 
havo reported on tho subject. For fifty 
years the Kiel observatory baa been the 
central teUgrapliic bureau for tlie astroiio 
mors of tho euliro world. Whenever ai 
astronomer discovers any new phenomena 
in tlio skies, ho at once llaslieB the news to 
Kiel. Here, by an admirably arranged 
code, the news is at once aeut out to all the 
observatories, even as far as Capo Town, 
Madras, .Melbourne and Rio Janeiro. Thus, 
almost simultaneously, every astronomer 
focuaea his telescope to try to conlirm or 
further develop tho value of the first obser- 
vation made. Prof. Krueger is the director 
of the Kiel observatory. With him arc 
Profs. Lampo and Kreuz, engaged in re- 
ceiving and distributing astronomical tele- 
graphic news and in editing the recognized 
oliieial astronomical organs. It was Prof. 
Lampe who first saw the oomdt reported by 
Holmes. It had got about in many (juartors 
that Herr Berberich, director of tho Berlin 
observatory, made the observations. That 
i'l not Ro. Prof. Lampe said : 

"Mr. Holmes, an omate'ur ostronomer, 
discovered on November 6 a bright comet 
which was visible to the naked eye. It was 
in tho constellation Andromeda. The dis- 
covery was telegraphed by the Greenwich 
observatory to tliis observatory. The news 
was telegraphed in the afternoon. I was 
very doulithil about it lieing the Biela 
comet, liecause it was said to be bright. I 
observed it through the clouds on the 8th 
with a iiioderate-si'/.od telesco]>e having a 
disc of only eight inches. Un the same 
date a comet was reported from \'ienna 
exactly at midnight by l)id.schuf. On the 
day following lierr llerbericli, "f Berlin, 
telegraphed: 'Can it be that the comet of 
Holmes lias any connection with Hiela'a ';' 
A rough cileulation aeeined to coiitirm this, 
but unfortunately that experieuceil com- 
putator, Ilerr IJerberieh, was niialed by two 
observations out of three w hieh he maile. 
The use of later observations made at Carls- 
bad, Koine, Ciottiugen and other places led 
Prof. ICueni;',, of this observatory, to the 
conchiaion that there were climatic elements 
in the new eoiiiet discordant with the elc- 
nunta of the Biela comet. 

" The first observations contirined this 
opinion and yet there are still somj; 
astronomers who opine tint it may be 
Kiela's. I certainly ao not consider it to 
be the Biela comet, but an entirely new 
comet which has crossed the course of 
Pielu's. The Biela comet appears once in 
every six and a half to seven years. Tliis 
new comet was very big and has changed 
very much in aspect. It is now much 
weaker in light. That is very much 
against its being Biola's. Astronomers 
expect the Biela about tho 27th. or 29th of 
this month. Sinco 1852 tho latter has not 
been seen aa a comet. It appeared. in 1859 
in the form of a meteoric sliower. It op- 
peared again in the same form in 1866, very 
weak in 1^7-, and in 1SS5 was very bril- 
liant, especially in Southern climes."

SCHOOLS IN THE C- S. 

Kcvlew of the bate Moeline: of lioinun Cath- 
olic Arelildshiiiis and its Work. 

Nf.w YoiiK, Nov. '-'l.— In Roman Cath- 
olic circles last week's secret meeting of 
the archbishops of the country is still dis- 
cussed. The Independent publishes -nhr.t 
purports to bo a rf port of the meeting by 
" A Catholic correspondent. " 'I'lie writer 
says that Archhisliop Satolli, i'.pal ilelc- 
gate, made an address to ilie i. rehbishopa. 
Of this addre-s the Independ.'nr, saj's : 
"Archbishop Satolli's addieaa at the meet- 
ing of the arohidsliops, lliougli de- 
livered in the cumbrous Latin tongue, 
was beautifully clear. llo spidce on the 
school (juestion. Tlie a(!(irrs3 covered 
four leading points : I'arochiid .schools : 
the so-called comprt inise ; the children at- 
tending public schools, and the right of t.he 
•State to educate. Archbishop .Satolli 
ferred to the legislation ot the (Juuu'dl ( f 
lialtimore on the esliil] ishnunt of parcjchial 
schools. That legislation f.ivors the estab 
lishment of such scliools, bur. its encourage- 
ment is of the unpliable and unreasonable 
kind that it cannot accommodate itself to 
varying circumstaiices. I'ariehea must 
clearly be able to build and sustiin these 
schools before any such burdens can be im 
posed upon them. These schools must be 
equal to the competing public schools be- 
fore pastors can compel children to attend 
them. 

' The most flagrant abuse in connection 
'With the question of parochial schools is the 
•denial of the sacrament to the parents of 
children who went to the public schools. 
This practice is not very >videHj)reud, but it 
obtains in some dioceses presided over by 
(Jerman bishops, partic\darly in the West. 
It must stop. Tlie compromise or Faribault 
or Pougbkeepsic plan was easily disposed of 
by the delegate. It was none of the t)roper 
business of the meeting, and every efl'ort to 
introduce it was ruled (Uit by the chairman. 
Cardinal Cibbons. As long as the I'ro- 
))aganda bad pronounced upon it, the lower 
court would not be justified in re-opening 
the case. The victory was clearly on the 
side of the Faril)ault plan, which was 
fully allowed by Mnuie. The Pupal dele- 
gate a roierem;o to it was for the purpose of 
carrying out the will of his duel, namelv, 
that Popo Leo hail allowed it, ami that 
peace must reign. ' The writer in the In- 
dependent says that the (lueatiou of con- 
demning secret societies was discussed at 
length by the archbishops. "Archbishop 



Katzer," says the Indopendentwriter, " led 
the opposition to secret societies. Societies 
such as the Temperance, Odd Fellows, etc., 
arc not looked upon as dangerous by intelli- 
gent Catbolics, Respectable men belong to 
them. Tbey seldom talk about religion, 
and when they do. Catholics should not be 
such cowards as not to defend their own 
aiilc of the house. On the whole, the ten- 
dency is to (liiiiini-ih the fulmiuationa 
against tocret sucieties," 



TROUBLE AT PAGO PAGO. 

Details of the Ullllcnlty-Strong Probability 
of a General War on the Island. 

•S.VN- FlUSCISCO, Nov. 24.— Tho .Samoa 
Tinios'of November 5, received to-day by 
steamer Monowai, gives details of the 
trouble at Pago Pago harbor, recently re- 
ported by telegraph. The Times sayS : 
Mcililltiea cemnieiiced on Tuesday morning, 
Oclober •.' 1, Cliicf Leiato and his followers 
makin;,' a r iid on the village of Aoa, killing 
four men anil wounding "another. On t)ie 
lii)th, F.igatoiio and Aoa people went to 
I'ago Pago to endeavor to arrange matters 
peueeahly between the contesting parties, 
but on their approacliing the heacli the 
Fagasua peojde, who had j'jined the Pago 
I'ago parly, lirod on the boats, killing two 
men and wounding three. Later on Faga- 
toiio andAoa villages were burned down, 
and indeed the whole east end was destroy- 
ed. Leiato and his people retreated to tlie 
islurjd of AuOBU and there entrenched thcm- 
aelvea, This position is an exceedingly 
strong one : indeed almost inaccessible, at 
any rate the most difficult , to attack. There 
are plenty of provisions on the island and 
couseqiisntly no danger of boipg starved 
out. Ilie Tualauta and Tualatai, iiiland 
tribes, are about to join Leiato'a parly, and 
if thoy do so, the whole of Tutuila will be 
involved in war, There is ample ammuni- 
tion available. 



A Port Tmvnsend special to the Seattle 
Post-Intelligencer says : "Information has 
been received that negotiations are pendiu 
in \'ictoria for the vpurchuse of tho famous 
smuggling schooner Halcyon by a ayndioato 
of New Brunswick fishermen. Tho Cbineso 
ure becoming soniowliat frightened and do 
not appreciate being smuggled into the 
United States by schooners and landed on 
some barren and desolated part of the sea- 
coast. They prefer to make th«ir entry by 
land or across tho Sound, where less danger 
to life ia to ]>?. encniintored. The schooner 
Lottie, of Victoria, was capsized oil' (Jray'a 
Harbor several months ago and an entire 
load of eontraljand Chinese, including four 
smugglera, went to the bottom of the ocean. 
If iho sale is consummated the Halcyon will 
go into tho black codfishiag indiutry."

"In the captain's report' regarding the 
loss of the ship Ericsson, 1,568 reg,, he 
mentions that the crow were unable to 
handle the ship. As members of thu crow 
we would ask hira, through thu kindness of 
the Colonist, was he competent, was the 
ship properly manned, or was tho disaster 
tho result of carelessness V He left us with- 
out a cent here in Victoria, and but for tho 
kindness of the Seamen's and .Sailors' union 
we would have gone v. ithoul a shelter or 
anything to eat since wi; have been ashore."

Vancouver, Nov. 25.— A short time ago 
lho Colonist contained an account of one 
Charles Gill, a sailor on bond tlie Fingal. 
Tho big bark hud juat arrived iu port, and 
Gill, who was sufl'ering from a broken leg, 
told a doleful story of the Captain's 
cruelty in nob giving hln» proper attention. 
His yarn was well spun and he g&ined many 
sympathisers. He was a small man, about 
,"i8 years old, gccy hair, inouslacho and chin 
wliiakera, swarthy complexion. Ho was 
taken to tho hospitaland tenderly cared for. 
While there. Lawyer A. H. MicNeil was 
summoned by (Jill and retained to .''ito the 
Capt-aiu of the FiKgul for ovenluo wiiges. 
'Mr. MacNeil did not lind it nec-,:Maary to 
t.tke legal action, the Captain paying thu 
money on application. In fact Gill's 
troubles begun to appear to some 
of ilia sinypathiserB not so black 
as painted. Ou a Kuliicijuent vi.iit 
of Mr. MacNeil to the hospital the 
legal gcnlloman's credulity was sorely 
tried by (UU's startling aiinuunccinent tiMt 
he owned a tract of gold niinioL' land 
miles long and 0'-! miles wide in N'ara (J.ua, 
.South Africa, and partly backed up his 
statement by exhiliiting several magnilicent 
siinples of ore. He Wdi kod his paysuge to 
the Coast as a hnmljle sailor, as he liiid 
not been accustomed to the luxuries of life, 
and did not feel happy in a sphere he vr^u 
never intended for. He had no money to 
Kork the claim and no money to pay bis 
passage home to his wito and eight children. 
The gold land had been presented to him by 
a native king for personal services. 

If he could laisu money to work tho mine 
he would some day bo the richest man on 
tho Gold Coast. Mr. MacNeil did not 
aullioiently credit the story to make it pub- 
lic at the time. Apparently others did, for 
when Gill had been nursed back to health, 
a pass to Africa waa secured for him on 
groundsof his being an*'tncapacitated sailor."

His 
tract of land, containing mines, was (li 
miles wide end o,jO long. (!ill visited tlie 
United .Stales tiftcen moullia ago to procure 
necea.siry machinery to unearth his vast 
wealth. During all this time be has been 
travelling through tbo raining diatricts of 
the West.
